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Watershed Report Criticized 


The planning phase of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act for the Merrimack 
Valley was sharply criticized Monday 
night by Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
who said the planning report represented a 
potential waste of ‘‘millions or billions’ of 
dollars. 

“The public should realize they are be- 
ing hoodwinked,’ Clark told selectmen, 
“It is a sham. What we have is not a water 
quality plan. What we have are the bare 
beginnings for a plan.”’ 

The report, compiled by the Merrimack 
Valley Planning Commission (MVPC), 
was faulty, Clark said, because of inade- 
quate funding. The MVPC was given about 
$80,000 to fund the study. ‘‘The MVPC did 
the best job possible for $80,000,’’ Clark 
said. 

The major problems with the report, 
Clark said, is that it lists the pollution 
problems in the area, but does not say 
which problems should be addressed first. 
According to Clark, the report should 
recommend a cost effective program of 
removing pollution sources. 

As an example, Clark used the possibili- 
ty of separating the treatment of storm 
water and sanitary sewerage. If storm 
water is not significantly polluted, it does 
not make sense economically to treat it 
the same way sanitary sewerage is 
treated. 

The planning report should recommend 
the amount of treatment pollution sources 
should receive, and what it would cost, 
but, Clark said, it does not. 

The report is a list of the problems with 
no set priorities for solving them, he said. 

Selectmen sought a way to stop the 
progress of the report before it becomes 
law. Under the federal legislation, plan- 
ning reports approved by state governors 
and the environmental protection agency 
become the official outline for pollution 
control in the regions studied in the 
reports. 

The MVPC report is now being con- 
sidered by officials of the communities 
surveyed in the report. Their evaluations 
of the report are expected by the end of 
August, and Clark indicated he thought 
they would approve the plan. 

According to Clark and DPW director 
Robert McQuade, the report is not innac- 
curate, but it is potentially wasteful. 

Clark said the only way he could think of 
to stop the report from becoming the plan 
for cleaning up the water in the 
Merrimack Valley was to have a restrain- 
ing order placed on Governor Edward J. 
King, preventing him from accepting the 
report. The restraining order might be ob- 
tained, Clark said, because the governor’s 
tax cap and the locally funded water pollu- 
tion control act in conflict.

McQuade recommended further finan- 
cing of the planning report. He said there 
is “‘high funding’”’ planned for the con- 
struction phase of the project, and 
suggested obtaining permission to divert 
some of those funds to the planning phase. 

He also suggested banding together with 
other communities in protest. ‘‘We have to 
go on record as opposing this,’” McQuade 
said. ‘‘If there is a legal way to stop it, I 
think we could put together a good reason 
for doing it.’’

If it makes no com- 
ment, it will be assumed it approves the 
work done by the MVPC. 

Andover chose not to actively par- 
ticipate in the MVPC study two years ago 
because selectmen at that time felt the 
study was underfunded. An observer was 
appointed, however, to keep the board in- 
formed.

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Admirably Consistent 


Andover’s selectmen have pretty generally been in 
the category of being consistent, which is an advantage 
at times. 

That consistency was displayed this week as they, 
along with the administration objected to the minimal 
funding provided for 208 planning — a study of water 
resources in the Merrimack Valley and how best to 
make them ‘‘swimmable and fishable,’’ by 1983. 

Over a year ago the board, on advice of the public 
works director and town manager, expressed disap- 
proval of the planning project to be undertaken by the 
Merrimack Valley Planning Commission with federal 
funds. 

Principal objection at the time was that the $80,000 to 
fund the planning was insufficient. Andover officials 
went so far as to invite representatives from other 
Valley communities to join them in objecting to the in- 
finitesimal planning grant. 

Basis of the Andover objection centers on the fact 
that the study and accompanying recommendations 
would result in initiation of major construction projects 
throughout the Merrimack River water basin, with cost 
to be apportioned to towns and cities within the region. 

There is little doubt about the need to improve water 
quality, not only in our own area, but throughout the 
Commonwealth. Recent studies have shown that the 
staie is faced with water resource problems. 

But the solution to those problems does not lie in an 
underfunded study. 

Andover has taken significant strides toward insuring 
its own water supply. 

Construction of the water treatment plant which 
draws from the Merrimack River, provides that the 
town will be able to meet its needs for many years to 
come. 

The town has the Fish Brook station which reclaims 


runoff from the entire watershed area and pumps water 
back into the town’s reservoir. 

Participation in the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District places the town among those communities 
whose efforts are aimed at cleaning up the Merrimack 
River to improve water supply all along the stream 
from New Hampshire to the ocean. 

These projects were accomplished through careful 
planning not only in’ the engineering stages, but in 
providing the capital funding as well. 

Now, for the federal and state governments to simply 
indicate a desire to examine the entire Merrimack 
Valley area under the guise of a clean water act, 
without adequate funds to do the job properly, seems to 
rebuke the methodical planning efforts of communities 
like Andover. 

The Merrimack River Basin area is classed as the 
tenth largest in the country. To award $80,000 to study 
the area, its problems and ways in which they should be 
corrected, is preposterous. 

Further, to have to contribute to implementation of 
the corrective actions which will be recommended, 
would place an undue burden on local taxpayers. 

Federal and state costs, along with tax caps and other 
limitations placed on local governments, already pre- 
sent problems to effective management by local cities 
and towns. 

As part of the Merrimack Valley region, considered 
within the 208 Planning Study, Andover must take some 
action on the report, within the month. 

We would hope that Andover officials would continue 
to exercise a leadership role in objecting to the token ef- 
fort made to conform to the clean waters act. Such ac- 
tion is based on the contention that a study adequately 
funded, will result in considerable savings at the time of 
implementation.

WASHINGTON -- The 
Nicaraguan dictator, Anas- 
tasio Somoza, has_ been 
deposed and has found tem- 
porary refuge in Miami. He 
would have left sooner if he 
could have persuaded the 
pope to request it. 

Somoza wanted to flee 
Nicaragua without appear- 
ing to be a coward. So an 
intermediary flew to Rome 
and asked Pope John Paul II 
to issue a humanitarian 
appeal for Somoza to resign 
and the fighting to end. But 
the pope declined to meddle 
in Nicaraguan politics. 

Somoza is unhappy, of 
course, over losing his coun- 
try. But he will be able to 
live in style. His family and 
flunkies owned or controlled 
just about every profitable 
industry, institution and ser- 
vice in Nicaragua. 

He produced the food his 
people ate, the cigarettes 
they smoked, the coffee they 
drank, even the sugar they 
put in their coffee. He liter- 
ally bled his people and then 
sold the plasma for profit. 

According to our sources, 
Somoza spent the past sever- 
al months liquidating every 
asset he could. The money 
probably has been squir- 
reled away in banks in the 
United States, the Bahamas 
and Switzerland. Additional 
millions have been invested 
in businesses outside of 
Nicaragua. 

He owns several business- 
es and real estate in Florida. 
And there are unconfirmed

rumors that he has invested 
heavily in New Mexico. 

The guerilla-backed gov- 
ernment that Somoza left 
behind will expropriate the 
former dictator's property 
and businesses. Our sources 
told us a ‘trust fund” will be 
set up to examine the extent 
of his empire and transfer it 
to state institutions. 

His vast farmlands -- 


roughly equivalent in size to, 
the entire republic of El Sal- 


vador -- may be parceled up 
and distributed to the Nicar- 
aguan people. 

Meanwhile, our sources 
estimate Somoza’s fortune 
may be as much as $500 
million. As one US. official 
put it, he ‘won't be on 
anybody’s welfare roll.” 

OIL MAN: The Senate 
Finance Committee has 
been holding hearings on oil 
taxes. The House has 
already voted a 60 percent 
tax on the oil industry’s sur- 
plus profits. But the Senate 
is expected to let the oil 
companies keep much more 
of their windfall profits. 

The committee is chaired 
by Sen. Russell Long, D-La. 
He is a rumpled, touseled, 
amiable fellow who has all 
the appeal of a puppy. More 
to the point, he has oil in his 
bloodstream; he admits that 
his personal oil holdings are 
worth $1,204,832. 

Long has served in the 
Senate for 30 years. Next 
year, he'll face the Louisi- 
ana voters again. He isn’t 
expected to have any serious 
opposition. He won’t even 
begin his campaign for

another year, but he is 
already collecting oil contri- 
butions. 

The senator keeps his Sen- 
ate Finance Committee in 
line by quietly arranging to 
channel oil money into their 
campaigns. We have traced 
figures from late 1973 
through the 1976 campaign. 
Committee members col- 
lected. a fabulous $900,000 
from oil and gas contribu- 
tors during that period. 

Russell Long has never let 
his personal oil holdings 
inhibit him from a heroic 
defense in the Senate of oil 
privileges. But he is under 
extreme pressure from the 
voters, who are outraged 
over excessive oil profits. 

Our Senate sources expect 
that Long will probably push 
through the 50 percent tax 
on windfall profits that 
President Carter has 
requested. This would let the 
oil companies keep over 
$13.5 billion of their wind- 
fall profits. Then Long will 
likely emaciate the tax bill 
with exemptions and loop- 
holes, which will permit the 
oil firms to keep billions 
more. 

BUDGET PINCH: The 
Secret Service is caught in a 
financial pinch. It has over- 
spent its travel budget and 
its funds may run out, say 
our sources, as early as late 
July. 

Basically, the budget 
squeeze is blamed on a 
bureaucratic snafu. A 
spokesman claimed the 
budget office was late in 
getting the Secret Service's

“Dataports offer an alternative to 
purchasing and installing separate data 
channel banks,’’ said Sam Narayanan, of 

-Bell Labs. ‘‘Separate data banks are 
relatively expensive, and their capacity 
frequently exceeds telephone company 
needs. But with dataports, the companies 
purchase only as many units as the 
customers they serve.”’ 

The capital savings can be significant, 
he said, especially in central offices that 
serve no more than two or three data 
customers. 

Dataphone, begun in 1974, was 
specifically designed to satisfy the data 
communications market’s need for a 
highly reliable, efficient data com- 
munications service. Its reliability and 
therefore broad ‘‘up time’’ (that is, period 
of operation) eliminates the need for 
customers to set up expensive back-up 
lines and diagnostic centers to track down 
problems. The digital system sends elec- 
trical signals directly between computers 
instead of electrical signals in tones of 
varied frequencies as in an analog system. 
It is now offered in 55 metropolitan areas 
and has been approved for 96. 

The new dataports provide the same 
high reliability. To meet stringent 
Dataphone performance objectives, error 
correction circuits were designed into the 
dataports to correct random errofs if in- 
troduced by the transmission carrier (T- 
carrier) systems that provide the voice 
channels. 

Pacific Telephone was the firt Bell 
System company to use dataports when it 
installed early production units in Los 
Angeles in November. Western Electric 
shipped these units just three months after 
receiving design information from Bell 
Labs. Pacific Tel estimates that it is sav- 
ing at least 70 percent on its capital invest- 
ment required to serve one of its 
customers. In some situations, Narayanan 
estimates, the cost of establishing new 
Dataphone links might be as low as one- 
eighth the cost of using separate data 
banks. 

By the end of March, 13 telephone com- 
panies had dataports in service. A joint 
AT&T and Long Lines group is coor- 
dinating dataport introduction throughout 
the Bell System. 

How do dataports work? They are plugg- 
ed into existing voice channel banks 
alongside other plug-ins that convert voice 
signals into high-speed digital pulses com- 
patible with T-carrier transmission. They 
convert 2.4, 4.8, and 9.6 thousand bit-per- 
second streams of digital pulses from data 
sets into the T-carrier’s language of 64 
thousand per second and assign these 
signals to transmission channels. 

A 56 thousand bits-per-second dataport 
is being developed. 


Meanwhile, the Merrimack Vailey 
Works will be at full production on 
dataports orf July 1, according to depart- 
ment chief Wally Taft, 26 Argilla Road, 
Andover. ‘‘The demand has been strong 
from the telephone companies,’’ said Taft, 
‘and AT&T has been telling us where to 
send the dataports so that we can achieve 
fairly even distribution.”’ 


Thus, Western Electric and the Bell 
System not only make it easier for people 
to talk to people but computers to talk to 
computers, too.

Wescorp, Inc., an alternative energy 
systems manufacturer in Andover, will in- 
augurate a unique training program for 
alternative energy systems designers and 
installers with an Open House on Tuesday, 
Aug. 7 at 5 p.m. The initial training 
program, Project CONECT (Consortium 
on Natural Energy Conservation Train- 
ing) will train twenty unemployed and un- 
deremployed persons under a contract 
with the Lawrence CETA Manpower of- 
fice.
